and in the same manner, give notice of the rates which 
thoy intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, the 
height of the arches, the interval between thu abut- 
ments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to erect a draw- 
bridge or not, andxho dimensions of the Fame.

THE WESTERN TERMINUS. 



Mr. Sandford Fleming's latest re- 
port on the location of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway lino and the Western 
terminal harbor has reached us. It is 
too lengthy for anything more than a 
hasty glance through its pages ; but we 
see that he awards the palm of superi- 
ority to the harbors on the outer coast 
of Vancouver Island, and thinks that 
Port Simpson affords the best harbor on 
the 'Mainland; but it has climatic and 
other disadvantages that render its selec- 
tion impracticable. Burrard Inlet, 
equally with Waddington harbor, has 
geographical drawbacks, and Esquimalt 
has immense natural advantages over 
Burrard Inlet ; but the distance from 
Lako Manitoba to Esquimalt is MOO, 
miles whilst from the same point to Bur- 
rard Inlet the distance of 1100. The cost 
of taking the road to Esquimalt would 
involvo a large additional expenditure 
of money, even supposing the bridges at 
Valdes Island to bo left in abeyance. 
The Chief Engineer adds that "it is 
difficult to recognize any commercial 
advantage in carrying the line to Esqui- 
malt, at this period in the history of 
Canada, to compensate for these grave 
objections," whereupon the Toronto 
Globe says "the question of route may, 
therefore, in so far as British Columbia 
is concerned, be regarded as virtually set- 
tled, the choice of Burrard Inlet as a 
terminus being inseparably bound up 
with the location of the line along the 
valleys of the Fraser and its most im- 
portant tributary, the Thompson. It 
is suggested in the report that at some 
future time a branch line may bo read- 
ily constructed to the Cariboo district 
should that region develop sufficiently 
to warrant the outlay. The line, as 
thus located from Lake Superior to 
Burrard Inlet, 'commands more than 
ordinarily favourable gradients,' and 
it is satisfactory to have such an assur- 
ance, coupled with the statement of the 
other manifest advantages of this route. 
The line thus decided on by the En- 
gineers, and likely to be adopted by 
the Government, crosses the Rocky 
Mountains at the Yellowhead Pass, 
and then follows the valley of tne 
Fraser River in a westerly direction 
for -iG miles, the first 38 of which are 
common to all the routes projected 
through British Columbia. The point 
of divergence is near Tete Jaune 
Cache, where the line turns sharply to 
the south, up the Cranberry Valley to 
Cranberry Lake, which is crossed at a 
distanco of 58 miles from the Pass. 
The lako is 4,000 feet wide, and from 
five to seven feet deep, and the method 
of bridging it was only resorted to af- 
ter it was found by actual survey that 
it would be less expensive than to pass 
round it by either end. After crossing 
the Canoe River, a tributary of the 
Columbia, the line passes over the 
water-shed between the Columbia, and 
Fraser systems at an elevation of 2,S80 
feet above the sea, and makes the de- 
scent from that point to the sea by the 
valleys of the Albreda lake and river, 
the North Thompson and the Fraser. 
The Thompson is first struck at the 
85th mile from, the Pass; the distance 
to Kamloops is 255 miles; to Lytton, 
at the junction of the Thompson and 
Fraser, 350 miles; , to Yale, at the head 
of navigation on the Eraser, -103 miles; 
and to deep water at Port Moody on 
Burrard Inlet, 493 miles. Of the total 
of 493 miles 185 are. practically level. 
Ascending eastward there arc 66 miles 
of gradients, ranging from 43 to 52 
feet per mile, over nine miles of which 
are common to all the routes. It is 
stated by Mr. Cambie, tho engineer in 
charge of the survey, that the grades 
on the Burrard Inlet route are gener- 
ally short and undulating, which is not 
the case with Esquimalt or Bute Inlet 
route. The amount of rock tunneling 
required by the route recommended is 
13,855 feet, and the amount of bridging 
17,105 feet. The work of cutting and 
embanking is in many places very 
heavy on all the routes." 

HE A FY DEFICIENCY. 

There will be a deficiency of over 
four millions sterling in the receipts of 
the Imperial Government for the cur- 
rent year. The Daily News (a violent 
Liberal organ) says thereof : "The 
Government found the finances, when 
they took office, in an excellent and 
prosperous condition. They entered 
into possession of a considerable sur- 
plus, which Mr. Gladstone's Ministry 
had, by dint Of economy, garnered for 
them. In the course of four years they 
have added to the normal expenditure 
by more than seven millions. Their 
crowning achievement is to land the 
country in a deficit such as it has rarely 
seen in recent times. Our Ministers 
have sown ; and the harvest of their 
prodigality will be, it is now plain, 
heavy taxes, cruel to the middle classes 
and the poor, and injurious to industry. 
That policy of remission of taxation 
which tho former administration un- 
ceasingly pursued in not to be looked 
for so long as Lord Bcaconsfield is in 
power."

Halifax, Aug. 22,— -The Local Leg- 
islature has beeildissolved and the elec- 
tions will take place on the same day 
as the Dominion elections. 

Toronto, Aug. 22. — The ground at 
Battersea, Out., is said to have been 
covered with snow this morning. 

The Hon. Messrs. Mackenzie and 
Cartwright had a very enthusiastic re- 
ception at Sunnuerside, P. E. I. 

English Mail. 

(Per steamship City of Panama.) 

An old man named Goodall, who is 
80 years old, and quite blind, and who 
has* been for some time an inmate of 
the Andovcr U.'iion "Workhouse, has 
just confessed that, years ago, ho .and a 
brother way-laid and murdered a gontle- 
man on the Salisbury road, and said 
that if search were made in a certain 
spot the remains of their victim would 
be found. Goodall said he could not 
go to his death with tho dreadful secret 
on his .mind. Helms been taken be- 
fore the magistrates and remanded. 
His brother is not living. 

The Marquis of Lome has issued an 
address resigning his seat for Argyll- 
shire. He says that it is only because, 
through the favor of the Queen, he. has 
now an opportunity of serving a coun- 
try most dear to all in the United 
Kingdom, that he resigns the position 
ho has been allowed to occupy. 

The Master of the Rolls has granted 
an interim injunction, tit the instance 
of the Rev, Mr. Besant, restraining, 
until the hearing of the motion, Mrs, 
Anne Besant from returning to cohabit 
with him. Mrs. Besant, now that her 
husband has obtained the custody of 
his daughter, treated" the deed of separ- 
ation as at an end, and threatened to 
return and live with him unless ho per- 
mitted his son to reside one month in 
each year with her, as stipulated in tho 
deed of separation. 

The outbreak of typhoid fever in tho 
suburbs of Bristol is developing, and 
already over 80 cases are known in 43 
houses. The medical officer of tho city 
has reported that they had all been 
traced to one milk supply tit a farm on 
which wits a well of water contamin- 
ated ■ by sewerage and typhoid fever 
germ, a convalescent patient having 
been staying at tho farm. The well 
has been stopped anil every precaution 
taken. 

Another sudden death has occurred 
in the Wesleyan Conference. Whilst 
Dr. Punshon was reading the report, 
Mr. Edward Allen, of Sleaford, one of 
the . Conference representatives, fell 
forward in his pew. He was carried 
into the lobby of the chapel, when Dr. 
Ingle pronounced him to be dead, the 
cause being apoplexy. The deceased 
was highly respected in tho Lincoln 
district. This second death has very 
deeply afllicted the Conference. 

At the Central Criminal Court Mr. 
Henry G. King was tried on an in- 
dictment for manslaughter arising out 
of what is known as tho violet powder 
case. In defense it was shown that 
the price of arsenic was vory much 
greater than the cost of terra alba, 
which was generally used by the pris- 
oner, and on his behalf it was con- 
tended that he had not been guilty of 
criminal negligence. In the course of 
the trial Mr. Justice Fiold expressed 
a doubt whether any case had been es- 
tablished against the prisoner, and in 
the result the jury acquitted him. 

Lady Dulling and Bulwer died a few 
days ^igo in England. She was the 
youngest child of the first Baron Cow- 
ley, by his second wife, the second 
daughter of tho first Marquis of Salis- 
bury, and was the widow of Baron 
Dalling, better known as Sir Henry 
Bulwer. , She was childless. 

Tho Coroner of Kilbarry, Ireland, 
when a few clays ago the jury found 
that the deceased came to his death 
through being gored by a bull, called 
up the owner of tho animal and said to 
him sternly : " I must ask you to part 
with the animal. Ship him. Ho is 
not fit to have about the place. If you 
sell him here you will likely have some 
moro Irishmen killed. Shi]) him, and 
if In; is to kill any person, let it bo an 
Englishman." 

Captain Sir George Nares, the Artie 
explorer has been again appointed to 
the command of his old ship, the Alert, 
and is about to make a complete sur- 
vey of the dangerous parts of the Straits 
of Magellan, to which tho recent nar- 
row escape of the English man-of-war 
Amethyst has directed the attention of 
the Admiralty. 

" England," exclaims Mr. Buskin, 
"spends one hundred and forty-six 
million pounds per year on beer and 
tobacco. Of this, one hundred million 
pounds go to the rich middlemen, and 
thirty million pounds to the middling 
middlemen, and for every two shillings 
you pay you get three and one-half 
pence worth of beer to swallow." 

Marvin, that Foreign Office clerk 
who stole and sold the secret treaty, 
spoke three languages, had travelled 
35,000 miles in Russia, was a mine of

— The Chroni- 
cle's Paris correspondent in a letter, re- 
ceived here to-day, giv es the following 
additional particulars concerning the 
death of Michael Reese: It seems, ap- 
parently to avoid paying the customary 
fee to the sexton, Mr. Reese got into 
the cemetery surreptitiously by climb- 
ing over the fence. After lingering at 
the graves of his parents for a while hi! 
scaled tho fence again. This time he 
was discovered by tho sexton, who, 
running up, seized Mr. Roese and de- 
manded to know what he was doing in 
there. Reese denied that he' had been 
in tho cemetery. The sexton, wdio had 
seen Reese in the cemetery told him ho 
was arrested and should bo taken before 
tho Burgomaster, and started off to 
town with him. Reese became greatly 
excited over the humilitating position 
in which ho had placed himself, and 
got into a wordy wrangle with the in- 
dignant sexton, whose iro had been 
roused by Reese's attempt to evade pay- 
ing him his fee. It was during this 
heated discussion that tho emotions 
caused by unusual excitement sent the 
blood rushing to Mr. Reese's head, and 
while angrily expostulating with tho 
man who had him under arrest, he fell 
dead.

The infant Prince Imperial, Yuki Hit'), 
j Tako-no-Miya, heir apparent sun of the 
I Emperor by Princess Yanagiwara, born on 
: the 23d September, 1877, died of anaffoc- 
I tion of the brain on the 27th inst. The 
j Emperor is, by this bereavement, again 
I rendered childless. 

At present the imperial dockyard and 
arsenal at Yokoska are entirely tinilor the 
control of Japanese officials, Of tho 
I former large stuff of French officers of all 
ranks who controlled tho works, only one 
now remains, a practical • engineer in 
charge of tho hydraulic machinery. A 
gunboat, the Bianjo-kwan, built altogether 
under native supervision, was recently 
launched there. 

Tho internal loan of 12,500,000 has been 
more titan fully subscribed to. 

The Glands Castle left Antoy on the 
24th lilt, with a cargo of about 3, GOO tons 
teas for New York, and arrived at Singa- 
pore on tho 6th inst. , having been ashore 
for four days and having found it necessary 
to lighten herself by throwing overboard 
1,300 tons of toa.

Royal Colonial Institute.— Tho re- 
port of the proceedings of this body havo 
been issued in a bound volume which 
contains tho excellent addresses of Cap- 
tain Colomb on the Colonial Empire, 
tho duties of Great Britain in her rela- 
tions with the Colonies, and other valua- 
ble and instructive papers.

Tie Eoyal Com mission and tho Gov- 
ernment. 

Just as tho mombers of tho Houso wero 
separating for their ]iome3 on Monday 
there was laid on the table a roturn of all 
correspondence between tho Royal Com- 
missioners and- the Government. Tho cor- 
respondence opened on April 8th with the 
announcement of tho appoiatmont of the 
threo judges as Commissioners, who wero 
informed by tho then Attorney-General 
that ?2,000 had been placed to tho credit 
of tho Commissioners to meet necessary 
expenses. Capt. Layton was appointed 
by tho Commissioners to act as Socretary, 
and on the 2d of May Mr. Elliott, with a 
delicacy that does him much honor, in- 
formed tho Commissioners that they 
would "havo the entire control of tho in- 
quiry." On tho 19th of Juno tho sum of 
§1,000 was placed at tho disposal of tho 
Commissioners by tho lato Govornment, 
and on tho 24th of Juno (the present 
Govemmont having assumed tho reins) 
tho Secretary wrote to tho Attornoy- 
General requesting that a further sum 
of £1,000 might bo placed .to their 
credit to enable them to dofray tho^ ex- 
penses of nocessary witnesses from Koot- 
onay. Four days subsequently no answer 
to this communication having boen re- 
ceived, tho Secretary vroto again to tho 
Government. Still no answer. On the 
11th July ho wrote to tho same effect, and 
on tho Kith Jul}' reccivod a noto stating 
that a reply would bo sent. On tho follow- 
ing day tho Provincial Secretary addressed 
a noto to Mr. Pooley informing that gen- 
tleman that the Govornment had appoint- 
ed him Secretary to the Commission, and 
requesting a statement in detail of the ex- 
penses already incurred and proposed to 
be incurred by tho Commissioners. Ac- 
companying tho noto was a Minute of 
Council advising that the services of Capt. 
Layton bo dispensed with and requesting 
the statement as aforesaid. On tho 10th 
July Capt. Layton replied to tho Minute 
on bohalf of the Commissioners to tho 
effect that in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners "a matter affecting the political and 
personal characters of tho Government, 
present or past, or of mombers of tho 
House, tho appointment of any Provin- 
cial oiliccr of ^o Government, would v 
.be open to improper construction as 
to tho impartial character of the in- 
quiry. In their reply tho Gbvern- 
■ment ignored Captain Layton and ad- 
dressed their communication to Mr. 
Pooley. The reply inclosed a Minute in 
which tho Government claimed tho right 
of appointing the Sscrotary and dirocted 
that in the matter of expenditure tho Com- 
missioners must deal with tho Govern- 
ment. Fault was ubo found with the 
Commissioners for their alleged disrespect 
to tho Governor in Council and complaint 
was made that tho sum placed at tho dis- 
posal of tho Commission had not been 
regularly drawn from tho Treasury. On 
tho 3d July tho Commissioners disavowed 
any disrespect to the Executive and stated 
they did not consider their expressions 
capable of any such construction, excopt 
by forced interpretation. After resenting 
the interference of the Government in 
the appointment of the Secretary and in 
the mode of conducting tho inquiry, the 
Commissioners added that it would bo 
bettor if tho Commission should cease to 
exist than that it should coaso to bo inde- 
pendent and impartial. The Commission- 
era continued : — ■ 

"It must bo manifest that the inquiry 
into conduct of Members of tho Govorn- 
ment, or of tho Legislature, ordered by 
the Legislature, would becomq perfectly 
nugatory, if, as each step is about to ^ bo 
taken in tho enquiry, its nature must first 
be disclosed to tho Government and per- 
mission asked, for practically, stating in 
detail the object of each requisition for 
an advance, is asking permission and sub- 
mitting tho stop to be taken to the ap- 
proval of tho accuser or the accused, as 
tho Government for tho time being may 
stand in relation to the charges made and 
to be enquired into; for by refusal, tho 
Government may prevent tho truth of 
thoso charges being proved or disproved; 
or should Ministry rapidly succeed Min- 
istry, stop the enquiry just at the point 
whore it would bo most damaging to their 
predecessors. This is not justice." 

In conclusion tho Commissioners asked 
that unless they were allowed to pursue 
the inquiry in tho mode they deem best to 
attain the end desired by the Legislature 
that the Lieut. -Governor will bo pleased 
to accept their resignations hereby ten- 
dered. «

"Washington Territory. 

Diptheria, which was so fatally preva- 
lent in this city last year and tho year be- 
fore, seems to havo died out completely. 
Not so in tho country, however. In tho 
White river and Duwainish precincts it 
broke out a year or. so after its appear- 
ance in town, and it thero still continues 
to rage. The latest death there from this 
cause occurred this morning, in the per- 
son of Helen Washburn, daughter of An- 
drew and Sarah Washburn, of White 
; river, aged 9 years and 3 months, the 
little brother of whom is also down with 
J tho same disease, and hardly expected to 
live. — Seattle Tribune. 

Bio Month's Work. — During August 
liftccn vessels took coal from Seattle to 
San Francisco, their cargoes ranging from 
333 tons to 2,340, averaging about 1,050 
tons each, and aggregating over 10,000 
tons. This is tho biggest month's work 
we have yot had to record. — Intelligencer, 



There is Lifo In Quartz Yet. 

A telegram from Barkcrvillo yesterday 
states that ten of tho British Columbia 
Company's stamps havo been handed over 
to tho Enterprise Company, and that tho 
work of erecting them has commoncod. 
In ten days tho crushing of Mosquito 
Gulch rock will begin. Results aro ex- 
pected in about four weeks afterwards. 
The British Columbia M. & M. Co. hold 
1000 shares in tho Entorpriso Company, 
Mid they have resorved tho right to havo 
rock from their claims tested at the En- 
terprise mill.

Morning Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 
Vienna, Aug. 31. — Tho divisions of 
tho Austrian army mobilized by order 
of the last cabinet council will roach 
their destination early next weok when 
operations will bo resumed on a largo 
sealo. 

Pera, Aug. 31.— It is reported that 
Gen. Tqdloben received orders to dis- 
continue tho embarkation of Russian 
troops because tho British fleet lias not 
withdrawn from tho Island of Princes. 

Tho departure is announced of a 
body of Italian volunteers from Anco- 
na to join tho Bosnians. 

London, Aug. 31. — Correspondence 
between U. H. Minister Welch and 
Lord Salisbury in regard to Condon, 
tho Fenian, is published. Mr. Welch, 
under dale August 8th, reminds Lord 
Salisbury that tho United States has 
already preferred tho prayer for tho re- 
lief of Condon throe times and would 
doubtless continue to do so ; but al- 
ways most respectfully until it is grant- 
ed." The belief in tho United States is 
that Condon is an ardent Irishman 
who served most honorably in tho 
American war and was tho victim 
of circumstances in his wrong-doing, 
and having boen 11 years inprisonand 
learned wisdom ho may well be restor- 
ed to his family. Welsh concludes by 
saying ho believes tho release of Con- 
don would be regarded by the Presi- 
dent and Congress as a most friendly 
action. Lord Salisbury replied August 
10th that the Cabinet has carefully 
considered tho request, that Con- 
don's health is suffering seriously, and 
they havo been strongly moved to look 
upon the application in the most favorablo 
light in consequence of its being one to 
which the President and Congress at- 
tach great importance. Tho Cabinet 
will therefore recommend Her Majesty 
to remit tho remainder of tho sentence 
of Condon, and as a necessary conse- 
quence tho remainder of the sentence 
of Melody, convicted of tho samo 
offence, under such conditions as Her 
Majesty may be pleased to proscribe, 
one of which will bo residence of the 
released prisoners outside of tho British 
dominion for the remainder of sentenco 
or for such shorter period as may bo 
determined.

EASTERN STATES. 

Vicksuuuo, Sept. 2. — Eight physi- 
cians report 98 new cases. 

Pout Gibbon, Miss., Sept. 2. — Four 
hundred cases and 55 deaths out of 550 
persons remaining in town. About 
1200 have fled. Distress is very great. 
Tho sick are dying with no one to give 
them a drink of water.

EUROPE. 

Constantinople, Sept. 2. — Accord- 
ing to Atlantic information direct from 
Bosnia and Herzegovina the Austrians 
are acting with great energy, but at 
the same time with moderation and per- 
fect discipline. Nevertheless reports 
aro circulated that the army of occupa- 
tion has been guilty of many excesses 
and cruelties. 

Vienna, Sept. 2. — It is said the in- 
surrection at Trebinje was caused by 
the knowlodge that the Turkish regulars 
intended to surrender their citadel to 
the Austrians in obedience to orders 
from the porta. 

Odessa, Sept. 2. — -Tho czar arrived 
here and reviewed troops and proceeded 
to Nicolaeff. 

London, Sept. 1. — An excursion train 
on the London, Chatham and Dover 
railway from Ramsgate, Broadstaira 
and Margate, crowded with passengers, 
yesterday near Sitting Boure junction, 
came in collision with some freight 
wagons while tho latter were switching. 
Eight persons were killed and 37 in- 
jured. 

Belgrade, Sept. 1.— According to 
insurgent advices Gen. Zepay maintains 
the defensive. There is a strong insur- 
gent force in his rear near the river Save. 
Ragusa insurgents and Turkish regulars 
are fighting at Trebinje where the regu- 
lars hold the citadel and the insurgents 
demand it. 

' Theiuzoxde, Sept, 1. — Turkish war 
material from Batoum is arriving. It 
is believed a large portion of the Mus- 
sulman population of Belgrade will emi- 
grate. Six thousand Lazistan insur- 
gents aro advancing along the valley of 
tho river Irda burning mid pillaging. 



Rome, Sept, 2. — The story of tho de- 
parture of the Italian volunteers is un- 
founded. 

Constantinople, Sept. 2. — The Sul- 
tan sent a dispatch to tho Cznt ou Au- 
gust 27th, requesting him to give 
orders to check the outrages on Mussul- 
man in Roumelia. The Czar replied, 
expressing sorrow at tho anarchy pre- 
vailing; but declaring belief that the 
reports wero exaggerated and that Rus- 
sian generals had strict orders to pre- 
vent and punish such acts. 

Vienna, Sept. 2. — Later accounts 
from Mickalez, Hungary, stato that 
over 400 corpses have already been re- 
covered and 20C persons aro still miss- 
ing. At Erlan, about G5 miles from 
Pesth, the river Egor broke through the 
wall of tho town and whole rows of 
houses were demolished and many per- 
sons drowned. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 2. — Several 
newspapers mention that Count Schou- 
valofl' is about to bo appointed chief of 
the now ministry of Police including 
the whole gon d'armio and police ad- 
ministration ; that Prince Orloff will 
succeed SohouvalolV as ambassador at 
London; that M. Mookuff, ambassador 
at Vienna, will go to Paris, and that 
Prince Do'Oubriell, ambassador at Ber- 
lin, will go to Vienna. 

Londoe, Sept. 2. — Three young la- 
dies — Maggie and Lizzio Loo and Ada 
Edwards — wero drowned at Pembroke 
Saturday.

EUROPE. 

Raousa, Sept. 3.- — Tho Mahomme- 
dan population of Kalaschin seized the 
fortifications after a conflict with two 
battalions of Turkish regulars. The 
latter subsequently proceeded to Nori- 
bacar, whither a majority of Turkish 
regulars in Bosnia are inarching. 

Paris, Sept. 3. — Notwithstanding 
the police prohibited the proposed Con- 
gress of Socialist workingmen, the par- 
ty organized in. Ruo des Ilcolcs on Sun- 
day, but the police dissolved the meet- 
ing. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3. — The anniversary 
of tho Battle of Sedan was observed as 
a holiday with celebration and illumin- 
ations. 

Constantinople, Aug. 2. — It is re- 
ported negotiations have been opened 
between the Russian ambassador and 
the Grand Vizier in regard to the war 
indemnity and expense of supporting 
the Turkish prisoners. The Russians 
demand is said to be moderate. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Aug. 30. — A Timu cor- 
respondent at Canton, Miss., under 
date of the 27th, says : I arrived here 
Sunday last. Not a single business 
house opened except two drug stores. 
There was onco here a population of 
3,500, but now only 75 whites are to 
be found here. The mayor and family 
are sick and the board of aldermen 
fled. The court house is locked up and 
the officers gone to some safe place. 
Nothing but hearses and coflins are to 
be seen on the street. Not a single 
case of yellow fever has been doctored 
successfully. No person attacked has 
recovered. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, August 30. — This 
morning the sudden death of Adeline 
Gielinger, adopted daughter of Pauline 
and Arthur Gielinger, was reported at 
the coroner's office. An autopsy was 
soon after held upon the body and cause 
of death not ascertained. A jury was 
impanneled and viewed the body, and the 
stomach was removed and given to a 
chemist for analysis, by which it ap- 
peared that death resulted from strych- 
nine ; inquest now in progress. 

San Francisco, Aug. 30. — Six more 
bankrupts filed petitions to-day and a 
grand rush is expected to-morrow, which 
is the last day of grace. 



OREGON. 
Empire City, Aug. 30.— To-day 
Sevier Lewis suffered the extreme pen- 
alty of tho law for the murder of his 
brother in May, 187G. At half-past 
two ho mounted the scaffold with a firm 
step. To the last moment lie showed a 
very vindictive spirit to all with whom 
he had come in contact, declaring that 
ho was convicted because of his poverty. 
Ho repeatedly said he was not afraid 
to die, and addressed the crowd of about 
two hundred and fifty spectators in an 
excited and rambling manner. He 
shrank from standing on the trap, and 
when the sheriff' proceeded to force him 

on ho said : "What in are you 

doing that for? "I am not afraid;" and 
then stood unaided on the trap while 
being pinioned. When the black cap 
was drawn over his face he said, "don't 

put that thing over my eyes." At 

3 o'clock the drop fell, breaking his 
neck. 



MISCONDUCT IN PARLIAMENT. 

AnEzcited Irish Slomhor is ITamod. 
by the Speaker. 

In the House of Commons, on mo- 
tion for going into Committee of Sup- 
ply, Major Nolan called attention to 
the present inadequate allowance grant- 
ed to the wives and. children of the re- 
serve men, and Colonel Stanley was 
answering him when a scene of con- 
siderable excitement occurred. During 
his speech Major O'Gorman insisted on 
calling "Hear, hear," at frequent inter- 
vals in a stentorian voice, and on be- 
ing at length called to order by the 
Speaker, vehemently denied that ho was 
out of ordor and asserted his right to 
call ,'Hcar, hear" at every sentence. 
Upon this tho Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer interposed, and remarked that 
unless the gallant Major submitted to 
tho ruling of the Chair and apologize 
it would be necessary to take notice of 
his conduct. Major O'Gorman again 
insisted that he was not out of order, 
and, though urged by Sir P. O'Brion 
and others, refused to apologize. In 
tho end tho Speaker proceeded to 
"name" him for having interrupted the 
proceedings of tho House and for dis- 
orderly refusing to apologise when 
called upon; and the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer moved that he bo directed 
to withdraw for disorderly interrupt- 
ing the proceedings and for disrespect- 
ful behaviour to the Chair. 

A further motion was agreed to, 
that tho conduct of Major O'Gorman be 
taken into consideration to-day, and 
that he be ordered to attend in his 
place, and in making it the Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer expressed a hop* 
that on calm reflection ho would give 
such an explanation as would make it 
unnecessary to take further proceed- 
ings. — London Times, August 7th. 

On tho order of tho day for the con- 
sideration of Major O'Gorronn's con- 
duct toward the Chair being read, Mr. 
O'Sullivan rose, and said that before 
this order of tho day was proceeded 
with, he begged to ask the indulgence 
of the Houso with regard to Major 
O'Gorman. [Hear, hear.] Ho asked 
that that honorable and gallant gentle- 
man might be allowed to come before 
the House for the purpose of explaining 
his conduct of last evening. 

The Speaker having put the question, 
" Is it your pleasure that the honorable 
and gallant gentleman be called in?" It 
was answered in the affirmative by tho 
cheers of the Houso, and the honorable 
and gallant member was accordingly 
called in. 

Major O'Gorman then entered the 
House and took his usual seat on the 
fourth bench below the gangway on tho 
Opposition side of the House. On be- 
ing called upon by the Speaker, the 
honorable and gallant gentleman rose, 
amid some cheering, and said : "Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I beg leave to submit my- 
self to you and this honorable House, 
and to express my deep regret at the 
occurrence which took place last night, 
and I hope that you and this honorable 
House will accept my apology. (Cheers.) 
I trust that I may bo allowed to add 
that I acted under the influence of the 
greatest possible exasperation. That, 
however, is not now the question, and 
all that I have to do is to offer to you 
and this honorable House the ex- 
pression of my deepest regret for what 
took place last night," (Loud cheers.)

St. Patrick's Cathedral is probably 
the largest church in Ireland, and is a 
beautiful structure, which was not long 
ago reconstructed at the expense of Sir 
Benjamin Les Guinness, who paid $1,- 
OOOjOOO for the work, an act of munifi- 
cenco which has enhanced the Dublin 
veneration of brown stout — A Guin- 
ness, Son & Co., being the great brew- 
ers here, and being known in the re- 
motest parts of tho world, wherover 
the single or doublo stout may have 
penetrated. 

A visit to the brewery will very well 
inspire equal veneration in the stranger. 
It is a brewery covering forty acres, 
compactly occupied by brew houses, 
malt floors, stables, packing and clear- 
ing rooms, and, vast ^ tho establish- 
ment is, it is evidently not large enough 
for its growing trade, as thero is build- 
ing another large brewing house of vast 
dimensions with the necessary adjuncts. 
Everything necessary to the trade is 
constructed on this ground, even the 
water being pumped from its own well, 
over 100 feet deep, and the latest ap- 
pliances aro in use for every part of the 
work. Machinery does almost every- 
thing, and yet 1,100 men arc employed 
in the establishment. A railway siding 
enters the works; a special narrow-gauge 
railway with fivo locomotives and 100 
cars connects different parts of the brew- 
ery and transports the cars to the quay 
on the Lifl'ey river, in front, whence 
they are shipped on nine steamers to 
lower portions of the river, where they 
aro transferred to tho shipping; and 130 
horses are necessary to draw the wagons 
serving the, town, and providing other 
transportation not covered by steam. 
The extensive stables aro among the 
great curiosities of the place. Each 
horse has a wido stall with separate 
hay and feed-boxes and drinking-basin, 
supplied by a separate faucet. On tho 
wall above the horse's name is inscribed 
on a plate 

The brewing capacity of the works 
is about 250,000 gallons daily, and for 
storage, prior to shipment, 150 'vats, 
each holding nearly 100,000 gallons, 
are used, and yet thero is not enough 
room. Everything is done on the most 
enormous scalo. Thero aro acres 
covered with machines washing steam- 
ing and drying barrels of which over 
450,000 are in use, and long lines of 
pipes filling barrels. Everything is 
utilized. The waste that flows' over the 
bung when the cask is filled is run into 
drains and pumped into vats. Tho 
yeast skimmed off is put under a press, 
drained of every drop of beer, and
